EXPLANATIONS OK THE LIST 

In conformity with Seection 4678 of the Revised Statutes of the L^nited States, the followinfr order is 
observed in coloring and numbering the buoys along the coasts, or in bays, harbors, sounds, or channels, viz: 

1. In approaching the channel, &c., from s.?award, REi> BU<:)VS with even numbers, will be found on the 
STARBOARD sidc of the channel, and must be left on the starboard hand in passing in. 

2. In approaching the channel, &c., from seaward, black buoys, with odd ni^mbers, will be found on 
the PORT side of the channel, and must be left on the BORT hand in passing in. 

3. Huovs painted with RED and black horizontal stripes will be found on obstructions, with 
channel-ways on either sidc of them, and may be left on either hand in passing in. 

4. liuoYs painted with WHITE and black perpendicular stripes will be found in mid-channel, and 
must be passed close-to to avoid danger. 

All other distinguishing marks to buoys will be in addition to the foregoing, and may be employed to mark 
particular spots, a description of which will he given in the accompanying^ list of buoys. 

Perches, with balls, cages, &c., will, when placed on buoys, be at turning-points, the color and number 
indicating on what side they shall be passed. 

I)iflrc!rent channels, in the same bay, sound, river, or harbor, will be marked, as far as practicable, by dif- 
eent descriptions of buoys. Principal channels will be marked by nun buoys; secondary channels, by can buoys; 
and minor c'lannels, by sp.ir buoys. When there is but one chainel, cm buo/s, properly colored and numbered 
arc usually i)laced on the starboard side, and can buoys on the port side of it. 

Day-beacons, stakes, and spindles (except such as are on the sides of channels, which will be colored like 
l)uoys are constructed and distinguished with special reference to each locality, and particularly in regard to the 
background upon which they are projected. 

Wherever practicable, the towers, beacons, buoys, spindles, and all other aids to navigation, are arranged in 
the List in regular order as they are passed Ity a vessel entering from Sea, 

The courses and bearings are magnetic; distances in nautical miles.

rivers and harbors, and for other purposes 

B^ it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in Conjp'ess 

assembled x « * # « « * 

Section 3. * »* « * * ♦ 

Any person who shall willfully and unlawfully injure any pier, breakwater, or other work of the United States for the 
improvement of rivers or harbors, or navig.ition in the United States, shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding one thousand dollnrs. 

Approved, August 14, 1876, 



CALIFORNIA, 

AN ACT for the protection of Buoys and Beacons 

The People of the ^State of California^ represented in Senate and Assembly^ do enact asfolloius: 

Section i. Any person or persons who shall moor any vessel or boat of any kind, or any raft or scow, to any 
buoy or beacon, placed in the waters of California by authority of the United States Light-House Hoard, or shall in any 
manner hang on to the same with any vessel, boat, raft, or scow, or shall wilfully remove, damage, or destroy any such 
buoy or beacon, or any part of the same, or shall cut down, remove, damage, or destroy any beacon or beacons ercctetl 
on land in this State by the authority aforesaid, shall, for every such offence, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof before any court of competent jurisdiction, be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding six months ; one-third of the fine in such cases to be p.iid to the informer, 
and two-thirds thereof to the Light- House Hoard, to be used in repairing said buoys and beacons. 

Sec. 2. The cost of repairing or replacing any such buoy or beacon which may have been misplaced, damaged, 
or destroyed by any vessel, boat, raft, or scow being made fast to the same, shall, when said cost shall lia\e been 
legally ascertained, be a lien upon such vessel, boat, raft, or scow, and recovered against the same, ami the owner or 
owners thereof, in an action of debt, in any court of competent jurisdiction in this State. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 

Approved March 26, 1874. 



REWARD. 

A reward of one hundred dollars ($100) will be paid for information sufficient to lead to the con\ iclion of any 
party or parties guilty of wantonly running down buoys on the coast of California. 

Several automatic whistling-buoys off the coast of this Light-House District have been run down, damaged, or 
sunk within the last year. This can only be due to criminal carelessness and unseamanlike negligence ; and a strong 
effort will be made to fix the responsibility, and to enforce the law against any party or parties guilty of damaging these 
aids to navigation.

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California is the land of greatness and of magnitude. Her forests are gigan- 
tic; her plains are vast, and her giving-forth of wealth has been stupendous. Her 
people are seized with the spirit of greatness that pervades even the atmosphere, — 
they attempt great things, and even if they fail, they do so grandly. In less than 
forty years of its life as a country of action and of progress, more history-making 
has been done, more vicisitudes of fortune and despair, and more wonderful suc- 
cess has been achieved than in all the rest of the world put together. In all these 
matters Humboldt county has had her place. She has her successful men, her 
millionaires; and she has seen noble and manlike struggles against adverse fates 
with triumphant results. 

Hope is one of the Godly virtues of which all mankind in general possess to a 
great degree. No matter if in a dungeon, the stony walls and dismal enclosure are 
lighted up by a ray of hope — hope for liberty and freedom. The youth as he sets 
out from home is animated with the same Godlike characteristic fame, honor and 
wealth he hopes to obtain and although he may struggle against superhuman 
obstacles a star beacons him onward, *' follow" it seems to say, that star is hope.

Here indeed can be found 
the realization of his reasonable hopes, for here in this great State is a climate 
conducive to health and longevity. But California is* a great State, and where and 
in what part is most desirable for the settler of moderate means? It is to answer 
such questions that the publisher proposes to lay before the reader the 'resources, 
climate, productiveness and advantages of 

HUMBOLDT COUNTY* 

As we have stated before, California is a great State with a coast line of nearly 
or over 800 miles, possessing every variety of climate, every variety of soil and all 
possible natural resources. In Southern and Central California the orange, lemon 
and the fig are attractions, but land is high and to those of moderate means who 
cannot wait ten or twelve years to reap an income from their labor and investment 
it is undesirable for them to settle there. So we therefore turn the eyes of the 
prospective settler towards Humboldt count)^, and present to his mind its manifold 
advantages and great resources. Here the giant redwood towers hundreds of feet 
into air awaiting only the ax to fell, and saw to cut to be transformed into the 
finest lumber known to man, the luxuriant grasses which carpet every hill, 
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mountain, canyon and valley are capable of sustaining thousands of herds of cattle, 
sheep and horses. The rich bottom lands of the valleys await the coming of the 
orchardist and farmer to liberally reward his investment of capital and his labor. 
The dozen saw-mills working to their utmost capacity in supplying the demands 
of the counties bordering on the Pacific for lumber invite the capitalist to in- 
vest and treble their number which are now incapable of meeting the requirements 
of trade. To those who think that the days for amassing wealth have vanished 
we invite them to investigate the natural resources of this great county, and we 
can, with assurance, say that in no part of the world is capital invested so quickly 
repaid or labor performed so rapidly and richly rewarded. Nature has indeed 
liberally endowed Humboldt county even to the borders of extravagance, and the 
man who, with even a small amount of capital and willingness to labor, cannot 
succeed here, must indeed be far beyond all earthly assistance and would un- 
doubtedly starve to death in the midst of plenty. 

GEOGRAPHICAL. 

Humboldt county is the most northern county but one, lying on the Pacific 
Ocean. Its northern line is separated from Oregon by the county of Del Norte 40 
miles, and the division line between Del Norte and Humboldt is about midway 
between the 41st and 42d parallels. Its southern limit is marked by the 40tli par- 
allel. It is bounded on the north by Del Norte county, on the northeast by Siski- 
you county, on the east by Trinity county, on the south by Mendocino county and 
on the west by the Pacific Ocean. It contains 3,560 square miles, or 2,297,600 
acres of land. Its length from north to south is 108 miles, and it has an average 
width of about 40 miles, and 175 miles of meander tide-water line. The county is 
one and one-half times as large as the State of Delaware, and three times the size 
of Rhode Island. According to estimates that have been made the county may be 
sub-divided as follows : 

Timber lands 1,221,600. 

Agricultuial 450,000. 

Grazing land 626,000. 

It must be understood that the timber land when the trees are removed is 
capable of being made the best and richest and most productive land in the world, 
and the greater part of that classed as '* grazing " would be utilized if in the East- 
ern States, but in California unless the land is almost in a condition to plow it is 
passed by in contempt for agricultural purposes. 

PHYSICAL FEATURES. 

For a county suitable for diversified industries, the superior of Humboldt 
county would be hard to find. Its not overly large but numerous valleys, its roll- 
ing hills and extensive table lands, its acres of timber, of nearly every kind, and 
its manj^ streams and rivers, make it a county of almost unlimited resources. In 
fact, the physical features of Humboldt county are those most to be desired. It 
contains no very high mountains and but few acres of valueless land, it being a

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territory of which nearl}' every foot is of SDin^ tangible worth. The only valley 
of any very great size in Humboldt coiint}^ is the Eel River Valley, which contains 
tens of thousands of acres of as rich land as lie in California. There are numerous 
small valleys, however, in which most anj^thing can be profitabl}'' grown, the soil 
being extremely fertile. Among the number, Mattole, Klamath, Mad River and 
Bear River Valleys should be particularly named. Humboldt county can, by no 
means, be called mountainous, for its hilliest sections are undulating. 

HUMBOLDT BAY. 

This magnificent harbor is fifteen miles long, with an average width of three 
miles, possessing a tidal area of forty square miles, and has an aggregate length 
of seventy-five miles of navigable channels. Humboldt Bay is the receptacle of a 
number of small rivers and creeks, of which Jacoby, Freshwater and Salmon creeks 
and Elk river are the principal, and which have a length from twelve 
to forty miles respectively. It is completely land-locked, and vessels can 
lie at the wharves with complete safety at all times of the year, and in all 
kinds of weather. It is one of three so happily situated on over 1300 miles of sea 
coast between the Mexican boundary and British Columbia, and ranks second only 
to the Bay of San Francisco in the importance of its commerce, in point of safety 
it is second to none. 

TRINIDAD BAY. 

Trinidad bay is an open port well sheltered from the winds, twenty miles 
north of the entrance to Humboldt bay. It is one of the best harbors on the coast, 
which can accommodate vessels of the largest size. It is in the immediate vicin- 
ity of a rich growth of timber, which will, without doubt, be utilized ere long. A 
railroad to connect the town with Eureka is likely to be built, in the near future, 
which wnll transform it into a scene of activity. 

SHELTER COVE. 

Shelter Cove lies about 160 miles north of San Francisco and about 50 miles 
south of Eel river bar. This is an important shipping point for extreme Southern 
Humboldt and Northern Mendocino. The harbor is of a horse-shoe shape, and is 
formed by a sharp bend, which, at that point, the coast takes in a westerly direction. 
It is further protected by large beds of kelp or seaweed, which, to a great extent, 
break the force of the sea when southerly winds prevail. There is deep water 
close into the Cove, and plenty of sea-room, making it a good summer harbor for 
vessels, and a place of refuge during the prevalence of northerly gales. 

CLIMATE. 

Humboldt count}' possesses in common with the coast of California all the 
characteristics of a genial and equable climate. The air is exhilarating and invig- 
orating, never too warm, and the mercury never descends to the freezing point, a 
uniformity of temperature being preserved the year round, a condition which ex- 
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The Humboldt was built in this County, was rebuilt last season, and has new 
boilers and first-class machinery throughout.

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ists only in California. In winter on the hills back of the timber belt snow falls, 
but in the valleys and within the distance influenced by the ocean, there is an ab- 
sence of snow and frost seldom forms. The average temperature for the summer- 
months is about 65 degrees and in winter at 45 degrees. Here indeed is a healthy 
invigorating climate, free from miasma and all other kindred complaints. It adds 
tone to the system, and enables one to take an interest in work and gives a 
renewed impetus to the system, which is equivalent to a new lease of life. 

RESOURCES. 
We will give but passing mention of the resources of Humboldt county under 

this head as they are treated at length in other pages of this edition. Here lum- 
ber is king. The magnificent redwood is of the chiefest importance, but an inex- 
haustible supply of spruce, pine and cedar only await further development by the 
investment of capital in mills, to cut into lumber or wood, that has the world for a 
market. Laurel, oak and madrone are here to be found and offer the greatest of 
inducements to the enterprising manufacturer of furniture. Wool forms the next 
industry of importance and adds to the great wealth of the county. Stock raising, 
dairy products, fruit raising, agriculture and the salmon fisheries, besides mineral 
and other resources present attractions which cannot but magnificently^' reward 
those who interest themselves in their development. 

RIVERS, LAKES AND CREEKS. — EEL RIVER. 

Eel river has its source in Mendocino count}'. This beautiful, wild and ever 
flowing stream drains an immense area of country. It is over two hundred miles 
long, and has hundreds of miles of tributaries. Having its source in the Coast 
Range, with the snows of numerous high peaks to feed it, its waters are clear, cold 
and rapid, flowing freely all summer. It has a course of more than 125 miles in 
this county, and with its tributaries, each from fifty to one hundred miles in 
length, constitutes a prominent physical feature of Southern Humboldt. Its gen- 
eral course is northwest, flowing into the Pacific Ocean two hundred and twenty 
miles north of San Francisco. Some sa> the river takes its name from the circum- 
stance of the Wood exploring party having traded old iron for eels with the 
Indians residing on the river's banks, whilst others claim that it derives its name 
from the Indian word " Wee-ot-loHa," meaning many eels. From its mouth to 
Camp Grant, a distance of perhaps 55 miles by the river's course, it is nearly a 
half-mile wide, tide-water ebbing and flowing up to a point about six miles from its 
mouth. For a distance of three miles or more up the river from its mouth the 
channel has an average depth of from twelve to fifteen feet. 

TRIBUTARIES OF EEL RIVER. 

The Van Duzen fork of Eel river has its source in Trinity county. It is 
about 100 miles in length and empties into Eel river some fourteen miles from its 
mouth. 

Yager creek, a tributarj' of the Van Duzen, has its source near the low gap or 
divide between the waters of Mad and Eel rivers, and with its tributaries drains 
and waters all that section of country between Mad river and the Van Duzen, 
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upper end of the Van Diizen Valley to Bridgeville, a distance of twenty miles, the 
hills come doun in places to the edge of the river, the bottom land lying in patches 
on both sides of the stream. In the valley of Fxl river and its tributaries there is 
an aggregate of about loo.ooo acres of bottom land, and no where in the world can 
a. more fertile section of country be found. The soil has been formed bj' sedimen- 
tary deposits, and ranges in deptli from one to fifteen feet. It produces abundant 
crops, and can not be excelled as clover laud. 

The valley is divided into small farms and dairies, and in a few years' time, 
when it becomes entirely cleared of its brush and patches of timber, it will be the 
paradise of Northern California. As you travel up the valley, the climate becomes 
perceptibly wanner, the climate of what is known as the Upper Valley being suffi- 
ciently warm to render it one of the best fruit-raising countries in the State. 
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that yield a million feet. Did all the above territory average at this rate the total 
quantity of redwood in the county would be over six hundred billion feet. But 
let us leave the region of speculation for that of reality. Mr. Geo. D. Gray in an 
article first published in the North Western Lumberman (Chicago) and subsequent- 
ly in th^ Journal 0/ Commerce^ thus writes of 

HUMBOLDT'S REDWOODS. 

" The size of the redwood varies greatly with the locality. * * * Further 
north the belts increase in size, the character of the wood changes until in Hum- 
boldt county is found, probably, the finest belt of timber in the world. Trees from 
twelve to eighteen feet in diameter, and from one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
and fifty feet high, are no rare occurrence. In this section there are large tracts 
which have been estimated to have 250,000 feet to the acre, and single acres could 
be selected that would double or treble that amount, and the lumber is of the 
finest, softest quality, equal <o the best Eastern white pine." The late Mr. Allan 
McKay, of Eureka, gave the average yield per acre in some land near by at not 
less than 500,000 feet. This would give in round numbers two hundred and fifty- 
five billion of feet for the redwood belt to-day in Humboldt county. 

WEALTH IN REDWOOD. 

Average the value of this at $15 per thousand feet and we have $7,500 per 
acre, or $3,825,000,000, nearly four billion dollars for the whole. This is nearly 
six fold of the whole assessed value of property in the State of California, and al- 
most twice the value of all the gold and silver mines on the Pacific Coast since 
1848. There would be, therefore, more value in the redwood of the single county 
of Humboldt than in all the gold found in all the mines of all the counties of Cali- 
fornia from pioneer times to the present da>. The value of the redwood would^ 
therefore, give one hundred and thirty thousand dollars to every man, woman and 
child within the boundaries of Humboldt county to-day. Even blot out all its 
wonderful agricultural resources and Humboldt would to-day be the richest county 
in the United States, nay, the richest county of its size throughout the world. Let 
the average cut of redwood in Humboldt every year, say, 120,000,000 feet, and 
there would be therefore in this magnificent belt of woodland enough to supply a 
yield of this description for over two thousand years. These estimates dififer very 
much from others published, notably those of the Government, but there are acres 
of forests in Humboldt county that will yield two million feet, and that would take 
only seventy-five such acres to give a year's supply. It is claimed there is a large 
extent of country in Eel River Valley that will yield half a million feet per acre. 
Two Canadian gentlemen averaged the yield in Humboldt at 350,000 feet per acre. 
Mr. John Vance puts it at 100,000 feet per acre. We would say set the figure at 
250,033 fe2t p^r acre ani it will probibly b^ the truth. We think that we have 
not at all over estimated the wonderful lumber resources of this undoubtedly won- 
derful county. But even a very liberal deduction on the figures above given — 
one-half or two-thirds — would still leave it without a peer. But as there is a steady 
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and increasing demand for the prodncts of this wonderful tree, increasing more 
everv year, we believe that the hillsides will be cleared of the natural growth long 
before the arrival of the millenium. No doubt, however, that those interested will 
find it to be to their interest not to permit the entire destruction of these noble 
forests, and that the modern art of forestr5r will be brought into requisition to save 
them from such destruction ; in other words, tree-culture will by and b}^ become 
as important to Humboldt as wheat culture is to the great interior valleys of the 
State. Mr. Gray's article, referred to above, is so interesting and contains so 
much condensed information in a small space, that we make no apology for giving 
the rest of it: 

THE RKDWOOD DEvSCRIBKD. 

** Redwood {sequoia scvipcrvirens) is peculiarly a California production, being 
found nowhere except on a small portion of the coast of this Stat^. The whole 
belt is confined between the 37tlr and 42d parallels north latitude, or between 
Monterey Bay, on the south, and Crescent Cit}'^ on the north, an extent of country 
about 490 miles long. The width is irregular, following the conformation of the 
mountains, but will average about thirt}'' miles. Below Monterey Bay there is but 
little timber of au}^ kind, while at the northern extremit}^ of the belt the redwood 
gradually disappears, and pine, fir and spruce take its place. 

The whole belt of redwood lies upon the western slope of the Coast Range. 
Throughout the section named the rains are heavy in the winter, and the fogs 
dense in summer, coming in from the ocean wth the wind verj^ regularly every 
afternoon, and during the whole year the climate is mild and even in temperature. 
Not that I would imply that the section named is one vast forest. These were the 
original boundaries of the redwood belt. In Santa Cruz there is considerable 
standing timber, but north of there until you reach the Russian river, the country 
has been stripped. Between the mouth of Russian river and Crescent City the 
country is by no means one vast forest. There are large tracts of fine farming 
lands, extensive sheep and cattle rauges, as well as large sections that have been 
denuded of their native forests. 

'* As but few of your readers are familiar with redwood lumber, it may not be 
out of place to give here some of its characteristics and qualities that make it one 
of the most valuable of the forest productions. As the name indicates it is of a 
dark reddish color. It is soft, coarse grained and very brittle. The grain usually 
runs very straight, and is split readily, it being no difficult matter to split out a 
board one inch thick, eight to ten inches wide, and ten to fifteen feet long. When 
dry it is much lighter than pine, spruce or fir, but of the logs cut from a newly 
fallen tree, the butt log thrown into water will often go to the bottom like a stone, 
while the top logs will float like cork. It is of slow growth. Of timber now being 
cut, the circles indicate that many of the trees have been standing thousands of 
years. The bark of the tree is very thick, soft and fibrous in character, and con- 
tains no rosin or pitch, hence fires that frequently run through the underbrush of 
redwood forests have no effect an the standing timber. 
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" Perhaps I can better illustrate some of the peculiar qualities of redwood by 
mentioning some of the uses for which it is peculiarly adapted. Its durability 
above and under ground causes it to be well adapted for railroad ties and posts. 
These were formerly split, and that readily, to any dimensions required, but on ac- 
count of the waste of the timber, sawed ties are now coming more into use. 
Shingles and shakes for roof covering are all made from redwood. When a man 
has covered his house with redwood shingles he considers that matter settled for 
life. For railroad ties and fence posts there was consumed in the year 1888 not 
far from 6o,cxx),cxx) feet, and for shingles and shakes about 12,000,000 feet, board 
measure. 

" For tannery tanks it is peculiarly adapted, as the wood resists the action of 
the tanning solution. A tannery in San Francisco has been using the same tanks 
for ten years, and they are apparently as good as they ever were. Our wine mer- 
chants now use redwood vats entirely, because a certain insect found in the new 
juice of the grape, which destroys the pine vats by boring through them, dislikes 
the taste of redwood, and lets it alone. As redwood much resembles Spanish 
cedar in color, and imparts no odor to aflfect the taste of tobacco, it is now shipped 
quite extensively to New York to be used in the manufacture of cigar boxes. 

" But the principal use to which redwood lumber is put on this Coast is the 
outside and inside finish of houses, as from 40 to 50 per cent of the lumber sawed 
is perfectly clear, without knot or blemish, and much of this can be cut into planks 
six inches thick and under, and from 24 to 60 inches wide. It is well adapted for 
brackets, ornaments and mouldings of all kinds. While much of the grain runs 
straight, curly redwood can be selected, which, when polished and varnished, rivals 
rosewood in its beauty. 

"To the extensive use of redwood in our buildings is due, in a large measure, 
our immunity from large fires in San Fiancisco and neighboring cities. There 
being little or no rosin in the wood, a fire is easily put out, and when once extin- 
guished it is with difficulty ignited." 

MODE OF FELLING THE REDWOOD, ETC. 

Most of the timber is now felled with saws instead of axes, as hitherto, it 
being found that the tree jumps better from the stump, and causes less waste by 
breakage, than when the ax is used. The trees are then barked and a fire run 
over the ground to bum up the bark and rubbish. Green redwood bums with 
such difficulty that the good logs are rarely affected by the fire. And now, when 
all that will bum has been consumed, begins the real labor of getting out the logs. 
For handling these monsters no ordinary road will answer. It must be wide, and 
smooth as a turnpike, all rocks and roots must be carefully removed, all hollows 
and gullies filled up ; if the road is unlevel or soft, skids must be laid down. If 
the logs are small, of course, such care need not be taken, but for large timber it 
requires good engineering and much hard work even to build a good logging road. 
With the road built, comes the labor of rolling the logs into it. Cattle alone would 
be useless, except for the smaller logs. Blocks and tackle, often double, and some- 
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times triple blocks are needed to roll them out of their beds. Nor will any ordi- 
nary teamster answer to handle the cattle. He must be a man of judgment and 
skill. The best teamsters command a salary of $100 to $150 per month. The 
** bull whacker " is usually the highest priced man in camp. 

Once in the road, several logs are fastened together to make a " train," and 
are hauled to a landing to be loaded on the cars, or to the stream to be floated to 
the mill. The train of logs once started, there must be no stopping if it can be 
avoided. All along the road are stationed barrels of water. As the train moves a 
man runs along beside it, and, filling and refilling his pail from the barrels, throws 
water in front of the train, that there may be as little friction as possible. The 
loads hauled are sometimes enormous. One train of seven logs hauled on Hum- 
boldt Ba}^ in 1887, by A. A. Marks, teamster, with five yoke of oxen, scaled, collec- 
tively, 22,500 feet, board measure, of merchantable lumber. No wagons are used 
in the woods ; the logs are simply " shaked " on the ground. 

Until within the last few years, all this labor of handling logs in the woods 
was done with cattle, but now they are in many places using steam for the purpose. 
The machine used is " Dolbeer's Patent Steam Logging Machine." It consists of 
an upright boiler and engine, somewhat similar to a portable hoisting engine, ex- 
cept that instead of a reel to wind the rope on, it has two " gypsy heads," one on 
each end of the reel shaft. It sits on a strong frame, the sides of which are like 
sled runners. It has a strong purchase from the engine to the " gypsy " shaft. To 
move the machine around in the woods they run a line ahead, make it fast to a 
tree or stump, take two or three turns around the " gypsy " and start up the en- 
gine. In this way it hauls itself wherever wanted. . When the machine is in place 
it is made fast to a tree or stump, and a line run to the log to be removed, and by 
means of snatch-blocks the log is hauled in any direction desired. By the use of 
this machine heavy logs are brought out of ravines and bad places where it would 
be almost impossible to get them with oxen or horses. The wooden railroad or 
tramway, is used in many places for transporting the logs to the stream, or to the 
mills, but as the more accessible timber is being cut ofiF these are being supplanted 
by iron and steel rails and locomotives. 

Our redwood mills are generally up to the times. All the modern improve- 
ments of double circulars, gang saws, pony saws, gang edgers and trimmers are in 
use. While double circulars are used in nearly all the redwood mills, many mills 
on Humboldt Bay are using, besides, what is called " Evans' third saw." This is 
a saw hung on a horizontal arbor above the double circulars, and cuts down from 
the top of the log to a little below the arbor of the middle saw. While, of course, 
it is parallel to the two lower saws, its cut is made four inches out further into the 
log. Besides this saw there is a fourth smaller saw which is hung on a perpendic- 
ular arbor and makes a horizontal cut into the log just at the bottom of the cut 
made by the third saw. The effect of running these two saws is to rabbet out a 
piece extending from the top of the log to a little below the arbor of the middle saw. 
These three large saws are usually from sixty to sixty-four inches in diameter and 
mills thus arranged can cut logs eight feet in diameter. Larger logs must be split. 
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The "Band" saw is rapidly coming into prominence, at the present writing this 
style of saw is used exclusively by the "Elk River Milling Co." and the "Union 
Mill," it is destined to supplant the circular saw entirely. Since it has been prac- 
tically demonstrated to be a saving of lumber, the "Band" saw is prophesied to be 
the "saw" of the future. 

There are about forty mills engaged in cutting redwood. The largest have a 

capacity of 75,000 or 80,000 feet per day. Perhaps the average would be about 40,- 
000 feet daily. 

SOMB OTHER USES. 

In addition to the uses, quoted above, to which the wood of this noble tree can 
be put, are given, and the tree thus minutely described, in " Forest Trees of Cali- 
fornia," a pamphlet issued in 1882 by the State Mining Bureau : " The foliage is 
like that of the yew — the same flat and final starry spray or twiglets of small 
leaves, say one-half to one inch long, distinctly in two rows — flat and line-like, 
with a sharp point ; dark-green abDve, soft grayish-green underneath. The limbs 
are spreading or drooping ; coyes of an oblong shape from one to one and a quarter 
inches long and one-half to three-quarters of an inch thick, consisting of numerous 
trapezoidal-disked scales, with three to five flat, oval or obovate, dark, reddish- 
brown seeds to each scale. The wood is red, with a faint coppery or metallic iri- 
descent gloss, the hues deepening to richer, darker shades with age. Choice curl 
grained wood is very ornamental for cabinet finishing and similar work — takes a 
fine polish with a simple stain of varnish. Well-matured heart-wood of the base 
of these trees is so solid and. heavy as to sink in water. These will last for ages 
under the most trying circumstance, like cedars and yews. Insects seem never to 
trouble any of it. The bark, reduced to bast, has been utilized for upholstering — 
an excellent material." 

ORNAMENTAL USES. 

There is such variety to this redwood — variety as well of color, as of grain 
and texture (hard or soft) — as to make it very serviceable to the furniture and 
cabinet-maker. Of late there is being used extensively in these branches what is 
known as burhls, or the huge knots that sometimes grow on the tree trunks, fre- 
quently eight or ten feet in length or breadth. These burhls-— harder than iron- 
wood — consist of innumerable small birds'-eye or tiny knots, so compactl}^ put 
together as to leave no grain whatever. The wood of these burhls, when worked is 
of a rich, dark mottled brown, and highly ornamental. Side-boards, tables, mirror- 
frames and other articles made from these knots are of the most exquisite beauty 
and durable as iron. It is destined to be used more extensively for veneering pur- 
poses, for it is doubtful if any wood could give better results. 

Of late great attention is being given to redwood as a valuable material for 
the details of woodwork. Architects, in response to the popular taste, are leaning 
to a more general use of it for ornamental purposes. No wood gives better results 
at the band-saw or in the shaping-machine — by means of which implements almost 
any conceivable design is obtained. The fact that seasoned redwood neither 
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shrinks, checks nor warps makes it well adapted for this kind of work, as in- 
deed it does for all kinds of work known to the builder's art, from the plainest 
four-post shanty to the most elaborately-finished mansion. 

Redwood is used quite extensively as a veneer. The best part of the tree for 
this purpose is that at the base, just where the trunk joins the root. Among the 
stumps of the old worked-out logging claims there is a rich harvest for future 
reaping. From them can be obtained the very best of material for veneering, 
while many, perhaps a large proportion of them, are well worth working for the 
choice lumber they contain. 

THE LUMBER INDUSTRY. 

The modus operandi of logging and the manufacture of lumber in Humboldt 
county is in the majority of instances diflferent from that which prevails in other 
counties. In the first place in order to derive any remuneration the investment 
of capital must be large and the operations conducted on a mammoth scale. There 
is not a plant in Humboldt county, even the smallest, that is not worth, consider- 
ing mills, railways, shipping and timber land, less than one-half a million dollars. 
True, some obtained the land for little or nothing, but it is worth to-day, on an 
average, from $80 to $100, and even more per acre. There are two systems or 
plans for the manufacture of lumber in this county. One of the most approved 
and less expensive is the " production of timber at the point of shipment." In 
this case the logs are hauled down and sawed at the mill, which is located on the 
Bay accessible for lumber vessels of any draft. The other system is where the 
mill is located in the timber belt and there the lumber is manufactured and then 
transported by rail to deep water for shipment. This latter plan is not approved 
of and only adopted where the advantages of a mill site with a deep water frontage 
can not be obtained. With this explanation we will give a description of the 

LOGGING CAMPS, 

\^(here from 80 to 200 men are engaged, according to the period of the year and 
the capacity of the mills. In the Mad river country the land is comparatively 
level, while in the Eel River, Freshwater, Ryan's Slough, Jacoby Creek, etc., the 
timber grows on steep hills, which form narrow canyons. Those who own level 
timber land claim it is the best, and others who have steep hillsides are loud in 
their praises of that form of country, following the saying that " every crow thinks 
her own young the blackest," but to an impartial judge both have their advan- 
tages and disadvantages. In the level country there is less loss of timber than 
that which grows on the hillsides, but again it is more difficult to haul the logs 
than in a rough locality where shutes can be used. After the rainy season the 
felling term commences, which is followed up with more or less vigor until the 
winter months. After a large area has been cut from — or rather sawed — the weeds 
and branches of the trees are set on fire so that when the cutters are through the 
charred trees lying butt downward are ready to be sawed into logs ranging in 
lengths of from twelve to twenty-four feet and longer. Then the swampers begin 
their work by cutting skid roads, building landings, bridging over creeks and 
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making shutes. This is very expensive. As the roads and shutes are advancing 
a small army aided by several donkey engines engage in hauling these monster 
logs to the shutes where they are slid down to a point accessible for a team of from 
twelve to sixteen oxen, and are then hauled to the railroad landing place for trans- 
portation to the Bay. The work in the logging camps is really the most impor- 
tant, for here an immense amount of money may be lavishly expended, or a great 
saving made. So the most experienced men are engaged for this work. It is a 
most picturesque scene to witness the operations in a logging camp. The giant 
redwoods, forming the outer boundary, towering for 200 feet in the air as if look- 
ing solemn and sad at the destruction of their comrades, which are lying prone, cut 
into logs, charred and divested of their foliage. The donkey engine pufiFs and 
blows as it hauls the stubborn logs towards the shute. A boy leading a horse 
with canvass bags filled with water on his back threads his way up along the hill- 
sides. He carries the water to tubs placed at intervals of fifty feet along the 
shutes. The log which the donkey engine was hauling arrives at the shute ; it 
begins to slide, and men with tin pails in their hands run along dashing water in 
front of the logs. A loud crash is heard — it has struck a log gone before it. A 
sullen and powerful train of oxen are slowly hauling several timbers over the 
greased skids; they arrive at the landing place and the logs are rolled by jack- 
screws and a donkey engine, with block and tackle, onto the short logging trucks. 
A train of twelve or fourteen cars is rapidly loaded, the engine whistles and goes 
thundering on its way to the log dump. This scene goes on without intermission 
from 6 a. m. until 6 p. m., except for a half hour at noon time. 

The men engaged in logging have their cabins and cookhouse, barns, black- 
smith and carpenter shops in the near neighborhood of where they are at work, 
and these camps have all the appearance of thriving villages. The eating-houses 
are under the charge of a good cook — a woman usually — and the food is always of 
the best, though plain ; plenty of meat, vegetables, bread, cofiFee, tea or milk with 
cakes and pastry, well cooked and wholesome. Leaving the logging camps we 
will go with the train, hauled by a Baldwin locomotive over a most substantially 
built and well ballasted roadbed ; the rails are usually steel, ranging from thirty- 
six to fifty-two pounds to the yard measurement. Along the edges of the streams 
strong embankments are built, over the creeks and rivers are truss bridges and 
trestle-work. Hillsides are cut into, and for four or five miles a ride is enjoyed 
through the wild scenery of a heavily timbered canyon, across or aside of some 
clear running stream, then the train rapidly approaches the Bay and is a few min. 
utes later standing at the log dump. This is constructed out of timbers of a thick- 
ness of one or two feet, and probably 16 feet long, placed standing at a distance of 
two feet apart for probably one hundred feet. The blocks and chains which sup. 
port the logs on the cars are removed, a jack screw is applied and in a few minutes 
the entire train load of logs is lying in the slough ready to be made into rafts by 
the loggers and raftsmen for towage to the mill. Here is also a number of cabins 
and cookhouse for the men employed in this department. A stem-wheel steamer 
tows the raft down the Bay several miles to the log boom adjoining the mill. At

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this point the raft is broken up and the logs sCre floated into the boom and are 
hauled up a slanting railway on a car, one by one, into the mill where they await 
their turn to be sawed up into the lumber of commerce. 

THE SAW MILLS. 

The sound of the saw mill is music in the ears of the citizens of Humboldt 
county, for it is to be found in almost every locality, and Humboldt Harbor is 
practically bordered with them. In most cases, or rather mills, the circular saw is 
used ; some though are equipped with band saws. To go into one of these mills 
is, to say the least, bewildering. From the booms or " log ponds " the logs are 
hauled into the mill up an incline by a great chain attached to a low iron car 
which is first lowered into the water and the log is floated upon it and made fast ; 
a lever is moved and the steam windless slowly draws it up into the mill. Here 
it is rolled oflF onto a platform and again onto the steam feed which carries the log 
against the saw, which quickly removes the first slat, disclosing the deep, rich 
color of the redwood, without blemish, the entire length. The slat is run oyer 
rollers and carried out on an endless chain cable to the waste pile, some little dis- 
tance from the mill, where it is burned, or, if it is of value enough, it is cut up 
into lengths for shingles. The " steam feeder " is run back to the starting point, 
a lever is touched and the log is moved an inch, or as far as desired, and it again 
runs down on the revolving saws which quickly remove a plank maybe fifty or 
sixty inches wide. It is then carried on rollers to the gang edger, where three or 
four boards are cut; then the trimmer saws cut the rough ends ofiF. Some of the 
boards are then sent to the planer, or are made into rustic by a machine for that 
purpose ; others are made into tongue and groove and afterwards are sent down 
the chute into the yard beneath and are piled up ready for shipment by schooner 
to the different points on the coast, to Honolulu, Mexico, or Australia. All this 
work has been going on, though in a less degree, of course, for the past thirty-five 
J ears, and yet the ravages attributed to the woodsman are hardly noticeable. 
From appearances the work seems only to have been commenced. 

IN GENERAL. 

* 

Many of the companies and firms engaged in the manufacture of lumber em- 
ploy during the busy season from 300 to 400 men; pay wages of from $35 for the 
boys engaged in tying up the shingles to $150 per month for the head men. The 
following are the wages paid in the different departments : 

Mill hands— Common hands in the yard, per month, $30 to $60 ; helpers inside 
the mill, $30 to $50 ; edgers and trimmers, $50 to $85 ; sawyers and filers, $85 to 
|ioo; engineers and machinists, $100 to $125; tallymen, $75 or $3 per day for 
transient work. 

In the woods — Swampers, $60 to $100; choppers, $65 to $75; sawyers and 
chain tenders, $65 to $100; teamsters, $125 to $150, besides board and lodging. 
Nearly every company or firm has three or four cookhouses ; one at the mill, at the 
log dump and one at each camp in the woods. The cabins for the men are com- 
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BAY STABLKS

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fortable, each having three beds for the same number of men, and in winter time 
are provided with stoves and fire places. At some of the camps buildings have 
been erected for reading and library purposes. The men employed are sober, in- 
telligent and industrious, and as far removed from the class that is sometimes 
encountered in Eastern lumber camps as possible. Many have their families with 
them, but the majoiity of those engaged in the woods are unmarried. This is but 
a short description of the procsss of lumbering in Humboldt county.

the Annual Clip, the Superior Quality of 

Humboldt Wool, the Advantages of 

the County for Sheep Raising 




(UMBOLDT County is as noted and famed for its great 
wool and sheep interests as it is for the vast forests 
of redwood which clothe its hills and canyons. Al- 
most as much capital is invested and the interests are 
nearly as large as those involved in the manufacture of 
redwood timber. According to the Assessor's report made 
this year the number of head of sheep in the county is 
given at 155,540, including lambs, but this probably falls 
short of the real number by about 50,000, or making in all 
about 200,000. This is the estimate given by the leading men engaged in wool 
raising. By difference of climate the county is divided into two sections; the coast 
region; which is that part lying in close proximity or within the direct influences 
of the ocean, a section swept by the fogs and moisture from the sea, and clothed 
with dense forests of redwood and fir trees. But a small percentage of the sheep 
in the county are to be found in this section. To the east and beyond the redwood 
belt is the great wool raising section of the county. This country is hilly, free to 
an extent from heavy timber growth and well watered. Thick and nutritious 
grasses, free from burrs, cover the slopes and sides of the hills, affording the best 
of pasturage for sheep and cattle. The climate of this section is drier than that 
within the influence of the ocean and somswhat warmer, and an equality of tem-

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perature is preserved the year round, which dispenses with any necessity of pro- 
viding shelter for the immense bands of sheep which roam through this part of 
the county. This is the paradise of sheep raisers, many of whom with nothing 
but determination and hard work have built up fortunes by this industry. But 
the days for accumulating immense wealth in this direction have departed and 
gone. Not that the business of raising wool is not profitable but it requires close 
management to realize any large amount. The annual clip of the county averages 
about 2,<X)0,(X)0 pounds. In regard to the tariflF we give the conversation we had 
with a leading wool grower, and his views are the voicings of a great majority of 
others. " In the first place," said he, " people have a wrong conception of the 
cost of growing wool. They imagine that all the expense is to hire a man and a 
dog. They do not consider the cost of clipping, hauling to points for shipment, 
the freight charges, commissions, wharfage and storage, which when all paid 
leaves little or nothing to the grower. To simplify the matter, take 2,000 pounds 
of wool and follow through the expense account :

Leaving a supposed profit of $163.50. Now, it takes on an average of 300 
sheep to yield 2,000 pounds of wool in a year. A man will cost $600 per year 
without his board, which is extra, say altogether, $750. Now, he can care for 
about 3,000 sheep, so that when it is all taken into consideration the wool grower 
receives about $60 or $70 per ton, which is very little considering the capital in- 
vested and the risks from diseased animals and accidents which are in attendance 
with this business, so that really a band of 6,000 or 7,000 sheep earns but a small 
revenue for its owners, and what little benefit is received from the tariflf we shoud- 
have, and any reduction would drive many out of the business." The above state 
ment expressly shows the feeling of those engaged in the wool business, at least a 
majority. The eastern and southeastern parts of the county, which is so favorable 
to the raising of sheep, is not less adapted to agriculture and fruit growing. It is 
also rich in minerals, and the day is not far distant when the farmer and miner 
will begin to make extensive inroads in this vast and fertile country, as they have 
already to some degree taken advantage of the cheapness of the lands and settled 
here. Some of the large land owners are putting their property on the market at 
reasonable prices and easy terniis to settlers. Water is abundant in this section of 
the county, there being numerous living springs and perennial streams are also to 
be found near the surface by digging wells. The grasses are very nutritious and

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abundant, and the wool produced in this county is sold in the market at prices 
from three to five cents higher than the product from other parts of California. 
Taking the annual clip of the county at 2,000,000 pounds it is worth at least $300,- 
000, besides mutton and lambs, which altogether would bring the value of the 
sheep industry of Humboldt county up to $600,000 annually. 

It is authoritively stated that the total annual production of wool in the world 
is 16,000,000 cwt, (1,792,000,000 pounds.) The estimated value is ;^20o,ooo,C)Oo, or 
$968,000,000. The number of sheep in Europe is estimated at 200,000,000, which 
furnish 4,000,000 cwt of wool ; of an estimated value of ;^36,ooo,ooo. Morocco, 
Algiers and Tunis grow a considerable quantity, while France produces 37 per 
cent, less than it did forty years ago. The European countries are ranked in the 
following order: (i) Russia, (2) Great Britain, (3) Germany, (4) France, (5) 
Austria-Hungary (6) Ital>, (7) Spain. The East Indies and China produce about 
3,000,000 cwt. of wool per annum. It may be stated in this connection 
that in 1884 our sheep numbered 50,626,626 head, valued at $119,902,- 
706, producing 300,000,000 pounds of wool. Since that time the sheep of the 
country have steadily decreased, year by year, until last year we had but 42,999,- 
079 sheep, producing 265,000,000 pounds of wool. Our home grown wools are 
mostly fine and medium wools. Our import wools are mostly clothing, combing 
and carpet wools. Our average imports from 1880 to 1889 were, clothing wools, 
19,305,070 pounds, combing wools, 5,654,193 pounds, or an average of 88,443,309 
pounds a year. 




Vast Field of Coal Beds, Obstacles in the way of Develop 

ment, Future Prospect, Eel River Coal 



BEYOND man's MEMORY, 

Long ago, thousands and tens of thousands of years, the glaciers swept down 
the eastern slope of the Coast Range in Mendocino and Humboldt counties carry- 
ing with them trees which were three and four times the size of the giant redwoods 
which now tower above the valleys. Stumps with a vast acreage of roots, may be 
found nowadays hidden in the forest depths, denoting the mammoth growth in 
primeval days. These were the forests that made the coal on the Eel river. The 
country shows signs of tremendous transitions. Volcanic action threw up ridges, 
out of which the coal seams crop. Extraordinary landslides must have occurred. 
In fact the surface of the earth has undergone all sorts of changes.

Coal was found on Mad River in 1854. At a later date it was discovered on 
Eel River in large quantities. At Point St. George, several years ago, a shaft was 
sunk and a good quality of coal obtained ; but for want of capital the work was 
abandoned. Recently ten tons of coal were shipped from Eel River to San 
Francisco, via Ukiah and the S. F. & N. P. Rwy. Co., by Mr. J. L. Flood, who is 
a three-quarter owner in a vast coal field on Eel River, at a cost of $20 per ton, but 
it must be rememb3red that this sum covers the cost of teaming sixty miles, 
over a rough and mountainous road, to Ukiah. Some day, perhaps, these figures 
will be mentioned as we now refer to the prices of 1849. 'I'^e coal is a lignite, 
that is, it is known as the latest formation of coal. Mr. Flood has been 
contemplating for sometime past a development of this coal enterprise on Eel 
River. When Isaac Friedlander failed in 1875 he handed five-eighths of the 
property over to the Nevada Bank; of the remainder. Walker of redwood fame 
owned an eighth, the estate of Edmund Janssen another eighth, and the late Capt. 
R. S. Floyd the remaining eighth. Walker sold his share to the Nevada Bank 
later on, and when Messrs. Hellman, Sloss and Gerstle bought a large share in the 
bank this coal property was one of the items reserved by Messrs. Flood and 
Mackey. These gentlemen realized the enormous expenses required to open up 
the coal fields, but made a proposition to Mr. Janssen that he should join in 
forming a stock company. Captain Floyd, it is said, was ready to enter into the 
enterprise with his accustomed public spirit. The Janssen estate objected, 
however, to the expense, which for a company of ioo,(X)0 shares would involve 

assessments of $45 or $50 a share. Then an oflfer was made the Janssens of 
$2 1, OCX) for their share, but this was rejected. 

THE COAL VEIN. 

At a certain point where two cliffs rise high on either bank may be seen the 
great coal vein, which it has cut in two. On either side the coal rises almost to 
the top of the cliff*, and, according to the experts, there are 18,000 tons in sight. 
When the surface of the earth was forced up bj^ volcanic action in ages past the 
stratum of coal was broken grievously, so that if a mine should be begun at the 
north bank of the fork of Eel River it might easily happen that after progressing 
a few hundred yards the vein might come to an end, and the strata lie a 
hundred j^ards above, or below, as the case may be. This is where the uncertainty 
lies, and it is just this that leaves the trail of speculation across the field. A rough 
guess gives 10,000,000 tons to the square mile, and there are about 40 square miles 
in the present tract. It will take nearly $5,000,000 to place the coal on the market 
— $2,500,000 for a railway to Ukiah, and $2,500,000 to develop the mine. From 
Ukiah the route would be sixty miles and practicable. There is on the whole, a 
good chance for San Francisco to have a large and cheap coal supply — that is, if 
the promoters succeed in overcoming the obstacles. The S.F.& North Pacific Railway 
Co. would join the proposed line at Ukiah, but this corporation cannot go farther, 
even at the inducement of the_ coal fields. When the Donahues mortgaged the road to

C)AILROADS must have some objective points of permanent resource to go to, 
■ \ or they will not be built. When Eureka is placed on an equal footing with 
other seaports of large commercial importance, by the work now being 
actively prosecuted by the Government for the improvement of our bar, railroad 
enterprise will not be slow to make an advance to Humboldt Bay. Judged by the 
results of similar undertakings on the Pacific coast, the success of the experiment 
is assured, and the advantages likely to accrue to our harbor cannot be over- 
estimated. 

With a situation practically central on the coast line between San Francisco 
on the south and Portland on the north, with a harbor capacity for deep sea vessels 
of heavier tonnage, and made accessible to the marine of a foreign as well as a 
domestic commerce, an array of facts is presented that not only justifies the 
important work now being carried out, but also warrants the expectation of 
responsive enterprise in railway extension from the interior to the bay, as its most 
natural complement. Commanding an unbroken line of communication for trade, 
seaward and landward, with the gates of her commerce swung open to the east and 
the west. Eureka might be pardoned if she began to feel endowed with some of 
the attributes of a seaport town, in fact. 

The significance of these enterprises in joint operation must exceed any estimate 
of heretofore applied agencies in adding to and establishing an advanced position 
to industrial and commercial progress, and place our city and county foremost on 
the grand threshold of a new future, pregnant with possibilities of which our past 
has given but the faintest indications. 

Perhaps not an equal area in the United States can match that of our littoral 
belt of territory in the material elements of an export commerce.

FIRST IN THE FIELD. 

It may be uews to some to know that the first railroads constructed in the 
State were built in Humboldt county in 1854. At that date about 25 miles of well 
graded and substantially constructed roads were in full operation conveying logs 
to tide-water. Since then iron rails and modem improved locomotives have been 
substituted. 

HUMBOLDT AND MAD RIVER RAILROAD. 

John Vance, an active and enterprising man, desirous of being abreast of the 
times, in rhe early '50's asked the people of Eel River Valley and others who 
thereby would become beneficially affected, for the right of way and a small 
subsidy, as a guarantee, in return he agreed to construct and equip a railroad from 
Eureka up Eel River Valley. The offer was rejected on account of the diametrical 
opposition to granting subsidies. While others owning land along the route 
displayed a willing desire to be damaged, for the narrow strip necessary for a 
roadbed, to the full amount their entire property was valued at. Mr. Vance was 
thus compelled to forego a great and beneficial enterprise. 

A railroad project, however, was not abandoned by Mr. Vance, for in 1874 he 
commenced to build the 

HUMBOLDT AND MAD RIVER RAILROAD 

From tidewater to his mill on Mad River, a distance of about six miles. It opened 
up a large and beautiful section of farming, grazing and fruit land. This road 
cost Mr. Vance about $80,000 equipped, etc. Some years ago Mr. Vance 
constructed and built an extensive wharf and warehouse, and opened the road to 
the public. 

In 1875 the South Bay R. R. Co. laid a track from South Bay (Field's 
Landing) to Milford, a distance of about six miles. This road was built entirely 
for logging purposes, standard gauge, forty-pound T iron. Constructed and 
equipped it cost nearly $15,000 per mile. J. W. Henderson was the superintendent. 
The directors of the S. B. R. R. Co. three years later, when the supply for railroad 
purposes was practically exhausted, proposed extending the road up Eel River 
Valley. In this enterprise they met with no better result than did Mr. John 
Vance. The Board of Directors decided to move the rolling stock, track, and all 
the appurtenances, and invest it in the 

HUMBOLDT LOGGING RAILVV^AY CO. 

This road runs from tide-water up Freshwater creek, a distance of about five 
miles. • The road is graded, substantially built and well equipped. It has about 
five miles of branch roads connecting the different logging camps of the Excelsior 
Redwood Co., which does one of the largest lumbering business in the county. 

ARCATA AND MAD RIVER RAILROAD. 

This road was incorporated July, 1881. It is a single track, narrow gauge road, 
running from the main ship channel at the northerly end of Humboldt Bay to 
North Fork via Areata and Blue Lake. It extends up Mad River about fifteen

miles into the heart of the redwood timber belt. The A. & M. R. Railroad 
occupies a prominent position as a productive factor of northern Humboldt 
prosperity. The road is extensively equipped for both freight and passage, and 
runs on schedule time, meeting stage and water craft arrivals. 

JACOBY CREEK R. R. 

Messrs. Dolbeer & Carson constructed and equipped this road. It was a 
standard gauge, built of T iron, with the grade in favor of the loaded cars, which 
enabled them to reach tide-water by their own momentum. 

TRINIDAD MILL CO. R. R. 

This corporation extended their road into the redwood belt at a cost of about 
$15,000 per mile. Josiah Bell, then of Trinidad, was the Superintendent. It is 
calculated there will be a timber supply to the mills for over twenty years. A 
road of nearly forty miles will be necessary to reach the end of the redwood belt. 

BUCKSPORT AND ELK RIVER RAILROAD CO. 

This road was constructed and first incorporated October 27, 1882, as the Elk 
River Railroad Co. It was built as a narrow gauge road with only 25-pound T 
iron. It was soon discovered that the strength and capacity of the road was 
insufficient for the amount and kind of work to be performed. At a meeting of the 
Directors on July 18, 1884, it was decided to incorporate the road under the name 
of the Bucksport and Elk River Railroad Co., and secure for the road a broader 
field of action and superior carriage power, The company uses the road to 
transport logs and lumber. Dolbeer & Carson and the Excelsior Redwood Co. 
are equal owners. There are about 12 miles of well equipped and substantially 
constructed road, costing $146,284. Josiah Bell is the Superintendent of the road, 
with the office at the Pioneer Building, Third street, between G and H Eureka. 

RYANS' SLOUGH R. R. 

Is a private line, owned and operated by McKay & Co., proprietors of the 
Occidental Mill. It is about six miles in lenghth, from tide-water to a magnificent 
belt of redwood, and the valley through which it passes is very fertile. The valley 
lands are cultivated by the company with great success. The road was first built 
by the late Allen McKay, who was in his time one of the most energetic and 
enterprising lumber manufacturers of Humboldt. J. J. Loggie is the Superin- 
tendent of this corporation. 

EEL RIVER AND EUREKA R. R, 

The Eel River and Eureka Railroad enters the valley of Eel River by a 
tunnel through Table BluflF about 2,000 feet in length, and reaches the north bank 
of Eel river near Singley's Ferry, traversing up the valley to Bumell's station. 
The entire length of the road is 25 miles. This road is principally owned and 
operated by the Hon. John Vance, and was first built and equipped by the 
company November 14, 1882, with Mr, Vance as President. Mr. Wm. S. Riddell

PACIFIC LUMBER CO'S. RAILROAD. 

The Pacific Lumber Go's. R. R. connects with the E. R. & E. R. R. at a point 
a short distance below Burnell's Station, continuing up the South Fork of E^l 
river to a point opposite Rio Dell. This road is used almost exclusively by its 
owners for the transportation of its lumber product. However, within the last 
year a passenger train has been added, with two service trains daily, between Alton 
and Scotia. In consequence the people along the South Fork of Eel River have been 
considerably benefitted. There is no doubt in the minds of those best acquainted 
with the geographical situation of the county, about this being the key to an 
overland railway.

POPULATION. 

POSSESSING only communication with the outside world by steamship or the 
stage, the growth of the county has necessarily been retarded. Unless the 
iron rail binds communities with the centers of trade and commerce, the 
prospective immigrant feels as if he were about to locate in a wilderness, but as 
two railroads are bent on having their terminus at Eureka, population is being 
attracted. The San Francisco and Northern Pacific Railway and the Santa Rosa 
and Carquinez Railroad are heading in this direction, and it will be but a matter of 
a short period of time when HumbDldt county will be as favored in point of 
railroads as it is by great nitural resDurcss. This has been the great stumbling 
block in the county's advance, for, while other counties with but few advantages 
to offer have "boomed," so to speak, Humboldt, with its great resources and wealth, 
has progressed, comparatively, but slowly. The presant population of the county 
may be set down at 3o,(X)o. 

TFXEPHONE LINES. 

Mr. John Vance has in full operation about thirty miles of telephone line. 

The Sunset Telephone Co., Mr. A. E. McLaren, manager, have about forty 
miles of telephone line. These two lines are being daily improved and extended. 

Z. Russ & Sons control a telephone line of about forty miles. These combined 
lines are of great importance and convenience to the commercial and general 
public. 

REAL ESTATE. 

"What does land cost?" is an inquiry that will undoubtedly be asked by the 
prospective settler, and is one that is most difl&cult to answer. If we were to say 
that it ranges from the Government price of $1.25 to $300 per acre, it would indeed 
be considered a great range, and unsatisfactory.

HISTORY OF HUMBOLDT COUNTY 75 



other districts in t!i3 State of Cilifornia. Hundreds of thousands of acres 
are still open to pre-emption or purchase at very low rates, adapted to fanning, 
grazing, mining or agricultural purposes. The history of the land office at Eureka 
dates back to 1856, in which year the Legislature passed a resolution that an 
additional land district be established in the northern part of the State, with a land 
office in Humboldt county. In accordance with an Act of Congress, an office was 
opened in 1858 at '*Huniboldt Point," Mr. Wm. McDaniels and Major Hook being 
the first Register and Receiver respectively. Their instructions were to open the 
office at this place, where there was reason to expect the coming city was to be 
located. It was found unsuited to the purpose, and in October, 1858, the office 
was removed to Bucksport, and subsequently to Eureka, a petition to the Government 
to that effect having been previously forwarded, as it had become evident that by 
nature and surrounding circumstances Eureka was to be the chief city of 
Humboldt Bay. According to the report of U. S. Register Roberts, made in 1882, 
there were at that time approximately a million and a quarter acres of unsold 
Government land in Humboldt county. On these lands the timber area is 
practically unlimited, while there can be no doubt of th^ mineral wealth contained 
in the earth awaiting the development of industry and enterprise. Land pre- 
eminently adapted to the purposes of agriculture and horticulture are to be hid at 
figures which insure to the industrious settler a liberal return for the investment 
of money and energy. With the filling in and development of the county of late 
years the value of valley lands especially has naturally increased, and as much as 
from $100 to $300 per acre is placed upon sjme. There has, of course, been much 
money made b}'^ the advance in values, and there is no doubt that great 
opportunities are offered at the present writing for profitable investment. As the 
lumbering business advances and denudes the land of trees, it becomes available 
for cultivation, it being of course necessary to remove the stumps, which may 
themselves be made a source of income. It is not too much to say that the 
resources of Humboldt county, agricultural, forest, grazing and mining, are but in 
the first stages of development, and that as this district advances towards its 
''manifest destiny" the appreciation in the value of land must be correspondingly 
rapid. The best farming land is valued at $iod to $300, grazing at $6 to $20 per 
acre, according to quality, while timber land is worth from $15 to several hundred 
dollars per acre. But few acres are required to make a living, and a very 
comfortable one at that. A rapid change of opinion has taken place in this State. 
Where it was formerly thought necessary that success in agriculture depended 
upon the thousands of acres under cultivation, it has been demonstrated that ten 
or twenty acres well. attended to will produce more and consequently net more 
than hundreds of acres but carelessly tilled. In fact, there are many farmers 
having but ten, twenty or forty acres of land in this State who are receiving larger 
profits than some of the lords of a thousand acres who are in the condition of 
poverty known as ''land poor," and eke out a miserable existence, and are in the 
end foreclosed upon by some capitalist or bank who holds the mortgage upon their 
vast estates. Taking it at the most, 40 acres, well tilled and intelligently planted.

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and storage of feed, for here the cattle may wander in the fields at any time of the 
year. The climate and soil are especially adapted to the growth of clover and feed 
of a like nature, and three or four cuts a year are not unusual for a clover 
patch. The manufacture of cheese has only lately been attempted, but the success 
with which it has been attended is so satisfactory that it is certain it will become, 
at no distant day, a thriving industry. The one factory, established a year ago, 
has turned out i,iod cheese, aggregating 55,003 pounds. The value of dairy 
products in Humboldt county for the past two years will average, including 
calves, about $725,000. 

LIVE STOCK. 

The live stock interests are prominent as a money-making factor in Humboldt 
and add no little to the general wealth of the county. The native grasses are 
nutritious, abundance of water and congenial climate adapt this county for live 
stock purposes as well as for dairying. The mill owners as soon as they clear the 
land of timber make it a point to sow it in clover, mesquite and other grasses 
which are best adapted to pasturage. 

PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

Civilization is but the outgrowth of education, and the work of the teacher 
must be conceded to be the grandest and most important of any upon earth. It is 
the only labor in the world which is not temporary; even that of the minister does 
not surpass it in dignity and honor. 

As education is receiving more attention than ever before in the world's history, 
greater opportunity than ever is afforded to those who wish to prepare for what a 
wise old monk, hundreds of years ago, called "that divine and beautiful thing — 
teaching." It is moral robbery for one to enter the profession merely for the sake 
of the salary or the respectability of the employment. 

Good health is particularly necessary for the teacher, as the labors of the 
school-room draw so constantly and heavily on the vocal, mental and nervous 
forces. 

The more liberal and thorough the education the better the foundation on 
which the teacher's work is based, and yet there have been great scholars who 
have proved ver> poor teachers. Natural talent in this direction is the best 
possible test of the *' bom teacher." 

A knowledge of the comparative modern science of psychology is indispensable. 
If she succeeds in her work without this knowledge, her success will result "more 
from good luck than anything else;" it is considered the comer-stone of every 
eiucationel structure. A little knowledge of drawing places a mighty pDwer in 
the hands of the teacher. Nothing helps so much to make instruction clear and 
impressive as simple and rapid illustration, particularly in the primary grades. At 
present these two accomplishments (essentials) are required in most schools in 
Humboldt county. The children of to-day, who are the teachers of to-morrow, are 
receiving thorough instruction in these matters, and experience proves that it is 
as instinctive for them to sing and draw as for a bird to fly. Our teachers realize

how accurately their gain or loss in influence can be measured by the quality of 
the tone in which they talk. The ''gentle" voice, not necessarily "soft" or 
"low" is a means of grace to teacher and taught alike. In the ethical and 
spiritual line our teachers are well equipped. Their ingenuity furnishes a variety 
of means for the attainment of one purpose, the means to be adapted to special 
cases and circumstances. It is made an object in our schools to create in children 
a love of learning, so far as possible the individual child is studied, hard as it may 
be to do so in our crowded schools. Our teachers are as well, if not better paid, 
than in any other county, and they receive unhesitating social recognition. But 
notwithstanding all this, they are underpaid and their work is under-rated. The 
remedy for this state of things lies in the hands of teachers themselves, and 
they should make every possible effort to convince the public of the value of their 
work, to the end that it may be carried on under more favorable conditions, 
thereby resulting in still greater good.

FRUIT GROWING. 

The raising of fruits is fast coming to the fore as one of the leading pursuits 
of the county; while in some sections semi-tropical fruits could be cultivated with 
success and profit, yet the rewards which have attended the planting of those of 
the temperate zone have been such that no effort has been made to experiment. 
Apples, peaches, pears and plums have been planted in great numbers and 
returned large profits. These fruits grow to perfection here, and it is especially 
the case with apples, which are of a very fine quality and flavor. Many complain 
and say that the apples produced in California are not equal to those grown in 
some of the Eastern States, but the varieties grown in Humboldt county are fully 
equal to any. Grapes are also rapidly coming into favor as a profitable fruit. We 
judge that the soil on the sloping hills would be favorably adapted to the produc- 
tion of wine varieties. For some reason or other many maintain tbe idea that 
grapes can not be successfully grown in Humboldt county, but this illusion was 

dispelled by the display of that luscious fruit at the Agricultural Fair held in 
Rohnerville and the California State Fair of 1890. In fact no county in the State

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PROFITS. 

The fifth >ear you will have 1000 trees, bearing at least 60 
pounds each, or 30 tons, equal to 10 tons of dried prunes, 
worth 10 cents per pound, or $200 per ton 2000 

If you deduct 10 per cent, for labor you will have a balance of 
$1800 net, paying for the whole investment and $390 profit 
left. 

The sixth year you will have 60 tons of green fruit, or 20 tons 

of dried prunes, worth 4<X)0 

On the seventh year your trees will be in full bearing operation 
and will bear each from 150 to 200 or 300 pounds to the 
tree, and we believe on the safe side when we say that each 
tree will bring you $5 net each year, or 5000 

It does not take much preception to see that thus, on an outlay of not a 
dollar more than $2900, a person can have an easy income of $5000 annually in ten 
years' time. We do not know of any better or easier wa> of insuring a larger 
income than this. We have made these figures with care and prudence on the 
basis of financial results from the profits of successful producers. 

ACTUAL RESULTS. 

Figures have been obtained from the books of the Paige & Morton Fruit Farm 
in Tulare, where everything is kept account of as systematically as in a mercantile 
business. In this orchard there are in bearing, the trees being four to five years 
old, 25 acres of apricots, 116 acres of peaches, nearly 19 acres of pears and 7^ 
acres of prunes. The fruit from these trees was weighed in the green as it came 
from the orchard, and aggregated 3,047,754 pounds. Sixty carloads were sold 
green to California canneries or shipped to New York, Chicago, Minneapolis or 
Boston. Ninety car-loads of green fruit were dried, making fifteen cars of dried 
fruit, averaging 20,000 pounds to the car. The apricots paid this year per acre, 
net $211.70; the nectarines, $266; peaches, $350; prunes, $600; pears, $27. The 
total receipts from the orchard, exclusive of vineyard, were nearly $90,000. Next 
season the area of bearing trees will be considerably increased. Besides the 
orchard there are 230 acres of bearing grapes, which will also be largely added to 
by next season. From this vineyard the season's output will be nearly 1,500,000 
pDuais, or 428,570 p^uads of raisins, which fiai a g3:)i mirk^t in BDSt^n, Cliicigo 
and New York. The receipts from the vineyard will reach $25,000 to $35,000. A 
modest estimate places the net profit at $175 per acre. 

CEREALS. 
Humboldt is eminently suited to the growth and successful cultivation of 
cereals. In the immediate vicinity of the coast, wheat does not succeed as well as 
in the interior, where the atmosphere is drier, and the same may be said in regard 
to barley. But oats find a natural home in the coast section and produce from 35 
to 90 bushels of oats to the acre, barley 30 to 85 bushels, and wheat 30 to 60

With thre^ cat lines in operation, it can safely hi said thit Eureka is 
better provided with street car facilities than San Francisco, taking size and 
diflFerence of population into consideration. 

STREETS. 

Most of the thoroughfares have been graded and graveled, and at the present 
writing it is the intention of the city government to begin macadamizing the 
leading streets. All the principal business houses are located on First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, C, D, E, F, G and H streets. It would be hard for one to 
define the principal residence avenues of the city, for elegant and costly structures 
are to be found on almost every street outside of the business portion. As yet 
Eureka cannot boast of any distinct residence section where her wealthy citizens 
live, probably because it would indeed be difficult to point out any 
particular advantage possessed by one over the others. 

WATER. 

The water supply of Eureka is good and abundant for all needs of the citizens 
It is obrained from artesian wells and the Ricks Water Company. The company 
have made extensive improvements at heavy cost, and much labor In 
consequence of which the public are being supplied with a superior quality of 
water. The Ricks Water Co. are more extensively described upon another page. 

FRATERNAL SOCIETIES. 

The fraternal societies are well represented. There is the Masonic Lodge, 
with its O. E. S.; two Lodges of Odd Fellows, with Rebekahs; United Workmen, 
Knights of Pythias, Chosen Friends, Good Templars, Orangemen, Native Sons of 
the Golden West, Native Daughters of the Golden West. In addition to these 
there are posts of the G. A. R., U. V. U. and S. of V., each with its auxiliary ladies' 
society. 

IN GENERAL. 

Eureka possesses all the advantages natural and artificial which conform to 
the requirements of a great city. There is not a community on the coast which 
can look forward with such bright expectations to its "manifest destiny." For it 
is surrounded by a country rich in natural resources, timber, stone and marble 
quarries, coal and precious metals are to be found. The soil is wonderfully fertile 
and productive. It has a harbor — one of three on a coast line of thirteen 
hundred miles. A railroad would make Eureka second in importance only to Sin 
Francisco. We do not believe that we are indulging in any unwarranted hopes, or 
expectations doomed to disappointment, or are over-coloring the future, when we 
say that ten or fifteen years will effect the result which we have above predicted, 
in the event of having through railroad connection with Eureka. True, the outlet 
to the harbor needs improvement, but a few million dollars would remedy all the 
defects now complained of, and then the largest steamer afloat could lie at the 
wharves. No "boom" has ever existed here, except during the mining times, and 
the city has steadily grown in population and wealth with almost every obstacle in

Our space 

will not permit us . to mention the many other flourishing industries in 

this naturally gifted town, and therefore must conclude by only one more 

reference. In the line of increase in population, industries and wealth, much 

can be attributed to the energetic efforts of Miessrs. Carr and Scotton, editors and 

proprietors of the Ferndale Enterprise. The paper has a wide circulation. It 

fairly represents the resources and people of the surrounding section, and is one 

of the ablest newspapers north of San Francisco. Ferndale indeed merits its large 

and advanced prosperitv. 

PORT KENYON; 

Is one of the flourishing and prosperous towns of the southern portion of 

Humboldt county. It is situated on Salt River, one of the most important 

tributaries of Eel river, and is distant about six miles from the bar at the mouth 

of the latter waterway. Steamers and sailing vessels can dock at the wharves of 

Port Kenyonj as the streams are navigable for coasters up to this point, and for 

small craft a few miles further up. The town was surveyed and laid out by J. G. 

Kenyon, from whom it takes its name. The streets and thoroughfares are from 60 

to 80 feet in width, and the blocks are subdivided by alley-ways 20 feet wide. The 

population is constantly on the increase, as the town is the shipping point and 

center of trade for a very productive section of the county. The harbor is safe 

from storms, and vessels can lie at the wharves at any time of the year. The only 

difficulty is with the bar at the mouth of Eel river, which at times vessels cannot 
cross, but this inconvenience occurs seldom and lasts but a few hours. 

Amongst those who have taken advantage of Salt river as an unexcelled 

locality for the situation of mills and manufactures is Mr. D. R. Roberts, who 
built a large and substantial mill at Port Kenyon. It has a cutting capacity of 
25,000 to 30,000 feet of lumber per day. The cut includes spruce, pine and 
redwood, which finds a home market and is also shipped to San Francisco and 
other points. Although it may be said that Port Kenyon is but in its infancy, yet 
it can boast of an increasing and thriving business community. There are two 
schools with, an attendance of over one hundred scholars. At the west end of the 
town are located the extensive wharves and warehouses of Messrs. Robarts Bros., 
to whom the progress made by the town is mainly due. These wharves and ware- 
houses have a storage capacity of 2,000 tons, besides an unlimited storage space 
on the wharves and landing, for such commodities as lumber, shingles, shakes, 
staves, bolts, etc. On the north bank of the river stand two more large warehouses 
belonging to the same firm, having a storage room of about fifteen hundred tons. 
These warehouses are of great convenience to shippers residing on that side of the 
river. 

It is at these wharves that the staunch and fast steamer Newport (Edwards, 
master), has her landings. She plies weekly between San Francisco and Port 
Kenyon, leaving San Francisco every Wednesday and Port Kenyon every

THE ••ALAMEDA'' OF HUMBOLDT. 

This beautiful and prosperous village is situated on a peninsula, and is 
destined to be one of the brightest jewels in Humboldt's crown, bounded on the 
north by Mad river, east by Humboldt Bay, south by the Humboldt Bay Light 
house, and west by the Pacific Ocean. Can you imagine a lovlier spot for health 
and pleasure? This has been the once happy grounds of the child of the forest 
(mighty red man). Here the native American roamed undisturbed until the 
advent of the pioneer, eating clams and smoking the peace pipe (vent ! vidi ! vici !). 
But we now look in vain for the departed shades of the glories of this once happy 
and contented race. 

Fairhaven lies lyi miles southwest from Eureka, and is connected with the 
latter by the Ocean Beach Ferry. Every fruit, grain, grass and shrubbery that 
grow in any portion of the county will thrive and flourish here without irrigation. 
The town is beautifully laid out, with a regular street system. At one end of the 
village on the banks of the bay, is situated Bendixsen's ship-yard, constantly 
employing about 40 to 50 men. The north end is occupied by the Fay Bros, 
shingle mill, employing from 30 to 40 men. Its proximity to Eureka, the natural 
position it occupies as a shipping point, its transportation facilities, its level tracts 
of land along the bay, all point it out as the place where most of the great 
manufactories of this county will one day be situated. Liberal donations have 
been made by Mr. Bendixsen and the Messrs. Fay, as well as the citjr of Eureka, 
to establish the Ocean Beach Ferry, and construct a road across the peninsula, a 
distance of one mile, so as to enable turn-outs of everjr description to drive along the 
beach. In the rear of Fairhaven lies one of the grandest Ocean Beaches in the 
world. For a stretch of 18 miles you can spin along this magnificent shell- 
marbled, ocean-crowned highway and inhale the vigorous sea breeze. The village 
has a fine school, which is well attended. Immediately north of Fairhaven are 
situated the finest and m)st pictaresq[ii^ picnic groiitiis in this cDiirity. We see 
a grand and pleasing future for this maiden village and the Ocean Bcich roid.

THE EUREKA ACADEMY AND BUSINESS COLLEGE 

This popular institution was established in the fall of 1886 by the present 
proprietor, Prof. Neil S. Phelps. The growth and success of this institution, from 
the date of opening to the present, has been phenominal. 

The ccmiparative isolation of Humboldt county and the inconvenience of 
communication with other parts of the state have probably had something to do 
with the remarkable growth of the school, but the principal cause that has 
contributed to its success has been the enterprise and energy of Prof. Phelps.

He believed the people of Northern California 
needed and would support a really first-class school, and accordingly he engaged a 
a full and competent facult}, and, drawing largely upon his own private means, 
fitted up the school with all the necessary apparatus and help to that end. That 
he was not mistaken was soon demonstrated. The accommodations of the school 
soon became inadequate for the attendance, and a new building had to be erected. 
During: the year that followed this, too, overflowed. Up to this point Prof Phelps 
had more than doubled the capacity of the school and had met all the expense 
himself, using his own private means for that purpose.

Students are prepared 
here for admission to any department of our State University, Harvard, Yale or 
Michigan Universities. 

THE COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT 

This is the popular department of the school. From the start it has enjoyed 
the most marked popularity. The course of instruction includes Book-keeping, 
Commercial Arithmetic, Applied Grammar and Correspondence, Commercial Law, 
Rapid Business Penmanship and Spelling. The great aim in this department is 
the training of j^oung men and women for business. The " Actual Business 
System," introduced into the school b> Prof. Chas. L. Ellis, now of the S. F. 
Business College, forms the basis of all training in the Science of Accounts. 
So thorough and practical has been the training in this department that scores of 
young men in Humboldt county have been able to step from the school-room into 
lucrative and responsible positions, and not one of them so far has lost a position 
by reason of incompetency. The benefit that this department of the school has 
been to the score of young men and women who have taken the Commercial 
Course cannot be estimated. 

THE NORMAL DEPARTMENT 

There are about one hundred school districts in Humboldt county, the 
teachers in which are, for the most part, residents of the county. But owing to 
the inconvenience and expense of attending schools in distant parts of the State, 
but few have been able to secure professional training. The Normal department 
of the Eureka Academy was established to aflford teachers and those who 
contemplated teaching an opportunity to secure this training at home. From the 
inception of the school this department has been well patronized, and to-day very 
many of the teachers professionally engaged in ' this county, have spent one or 
more terms at the ''Academy Normal." A very large proportion of the teachers 
who have succeeded at the county examinations during the past three years, have 
been prepared at the Academy.

EUREKA DAIRY 

The supplying of milk to every large place is always both a necessary and 
important branch of trade In this respect, Eureka is peculiarly fortunate, for 
both at private houses and at hotels the milk supplied is pure and good, cream 
rather than the weak apology that serves for milk in so many cities. Mr. S. F. 
Pine's milk and dairj' farm at Bucksport is the source from whence a large portion of 
the milk consumed in Eureka is obtained. The milk ranch comprises 350 acres, 
chiefljr of the fertile alluvial sediment underlaid by clay that forms the rich 
bottom lands that surround the bay. When purchased by Mr. Pine 10 years ago it 
was subject to overflow on the occasion of high tides. By dyking the land, 
however, and clearing up the scrub and drift wood that covered most of it, there 
was left a magnificent stretch of splendid soil. The house occupies a lofty bluflf, 
commanding a fine view of the harbor and the ocean, and is an old-fashioned but 
comfortable farm home, with orchards and gardens about it. At the foot of the 
bluflf are the stables, very large and the most complete and well suited to their use 
of an> ever seen. In them are stalls for 116 milch cows, with feed troughs and other 
arrangements so that they can be very easily fed. Above is stored the hay and 
grain, the former being hoisted in by hay derricks, and the latter run by chutes to 
any point. The horse stable is large and ample, there are plenty of farm 
implements all of the newest makes, and in other respects everything is complete. 
The cows are fed entirely on hay or clover, which is cut for them fresh daily 
during the season, with which is given a mash of bran and shorts, thus insuring 
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wholesome and healthful milk. As soon as a cow shows signs of deterioration 
from any cause it is sent out to the pasture where are the dry cows and other 
unavailable stock. The cow pasture is large and easily accessible to the barns and 
stables, amply supplied with shade, hillside and water, and provides abundant 
exercise for the cows during the day. In another great field at a little distance 
are the yearling heifers and a few valuable dry cows. These are splendid 
animals, for Mr. Pine is grading up to Holstein and Durham, having imported a 
bull each of pure breed. These fields are seeded to red clover, which is found the 
most suitable for this soil. They answer for pasture during seven months and 
during the remaining five yield two cuttings, in all about five tons to the acre. This 
may seem prodigious, but is the fact, the genial climate and fertile soil being the 
causes. This year Mr. Pine cut 300 tons of hay from his land, and in another 
season will have 150 acres in clover. The milk house is also a model in its way, 
with its rows of shining cans and complete adaptation to the purpose. There 
are also arrangements for butter-making, all sweet and clean and neat as possible, 
constantly in use, all the milk produced b^ing supplied to the city. Mr. Pine is 
a native of Vermont, but resident of California for 23 years, and being still but a 
young man, has grown up with the broad and liberal ideas of a Californian. He 
came to San Francisco in 1867 and obtained his first employment in that city. He 
afterward went to farming in Solano county, but striking two dry seasons in 
succession, he was glad to sell out and start in the world afresh somewhere 
else. Recognizing the great advantages enjoyed by this portion of the State in 
its abundant rainfall, he came up here in 1874, secured the land he now owns and 
set about its improvement. It would be hard to find a better instance of what may 
be done by the man of energy and honesty in Humboldt county, than the historjr 
of Mr. Pine since he has been here. Although possessing less than $i,ocx) when 
he came here, he managed to puschase the 350 acres of his ranch, paying for it the 
sum of $4,500. To-day, partly because of the great natural increase of values, and 
partly because of the extensive improvements made, it is worth 20 times that 
amount. Mr. Pine is also the owner of considerable property in addition to the 
home ranch. He is half owner of the Eddy tract in Eureka, besides other city 
real estate, and he is the possessor of several valuable pieces of timber land. Mr. 
Pine has a business of large proportions that is constantly growing. He is a 
gentleman of great personal popularity. There seems no danger of a successful 
result in his case, as he is a stirring, energetic man, known by everybody and 
possessing every characteristic of an efficient man, promptness, decision and 
unquestioned probity. About one year ago Mr. S- F. Pine paid a visit to the 
Green Mountain State (his boyhood home), where he was united in marriage to 
Miss Patton, a highly refined and cultured lady. Mrs. Pine posseses aflfability and 
courtesy in the firmest sense of the language. Though but a brief resident of 
Eureka, Mrs. Pine has nevertheless gained a host of friends, and society taxes her 
spare time to the utmost. These social enjoj^ments are warmly appreciated by 
her husband. We predict a Sunny Future for the Pines. 
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RUSS MARKET 

In 1853 the late Hon. Joseph Russ established the Russ Market. Since his 
death the business has been successfully conducted by his widow, Mrs. Z. Russ, 
and his two sons, Ira A. and W. N. Under the experienced and practical 
management of Mr. N. Bullock many improvements and additions have been 
made. The market proper has been divided into four departments and the whole 
business systematized. All of the departments are connected with a central office 
by a cash railway system, thus facilitating the prompt rendering of accounts and 
correctness of bills. 

THE NEW SLAUGHTER HOUSE 

Is situated on the marsh, alongside the E. R. & E. R. R. track, about a quarter of 
a mile back from the old slaughter house on the Bucksport road. This is the most 
complete establishment of the kind on the coast, and although not as large as some 
in other cities of the State, is the only thoroughly equipped slaughter house west of 
Chicago. The buildings occupy a space of about one and one-half acres. Each 
department of the establishment is provided with all the latest machinery for 
carrying on its particular kind of work. The main building contains the 
slaughtering-room, pork-packing department, the engine and boiler-room. 
Connected with this building by a covered passage-way is another building 30x50 
feet, used as a cooling and storage room for the dressed meats. This building is 
constructed rodent and vermin proof, and is open on two sides, the openings being 
protected by fine wire screens and also by large swinging doors which can be shut 
in inclement weather, thus completely closing the building. The interior is 
partitioned into two rooms — one for the meats for the market and the other for 
pork for the packing department. The pork room has a sheet-iron pipe coming up 
through the floor, which is connected with a blower in the engine-room. By 
means of this apparatus a current of cold air can be forced into the room 
facilitating the rapid cooling of the pork for use in the packing-room. The 
slaughter-room occupies a portion of the west half of the main building, and 
contains four dead-pens, each provided with a windlass overhead, operated by 
steam; by which the cattle are drawn to the rings, one being placed just in front of 
each pen. By this means when killed they fall within the pens, which are 
so arranged that all bruising of the carcasses is prevented and they are in a 
convenient position for future operations. After killing they are hoisted to the 
hooks b> the steam windlasses and from that moment are not lifted or carried by 
hand, until they are unloaded as dressed meat at the market. This is effected by 
means of the hooks being attached to wheels which travel on a hanging track, 
fastened to the beams overhead. 

The track leads from the slaughter room, along the covered passage- 
way before referred to, to the cooling room, where it makes a turn and 
leads back, parallel with the incoming portion, to the starting point, forming a 
continuous track in the shape of an extended loop. Another set of tracks 
arranged similarly connects the pork-room in this building with the packing 
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department. Just inside the coolimj-room door is a system of switches, by means 
of which the meat is run into or out of the beef-room or pork-room as desired. 
Here also the dressed meat is weighed, the movable portions of the tracks forming 
the switches, being connected with a Fairbanks scale. This scale is what might 
be called a reversed platfonu scale, the graduated arm and pea being beneath the 
weight instead of above it. At the door of the cooling-room the wagon road cuts 
across and under the covered passage and consequently under the tracks, so that 
the beeves, etc., may be run out on the tracks and lowered from the hooks 
directly into wagons for transportation to the market. 

The pork-packing department, which adjoins the slaughter room and occupies 
the entire east half of the main building, is the only establishment of the kind in 
the State outside of San Francisco. It is patterned after the celebrated Chicago 
packing houses, and is fitted with all the latest appliances. It contains a full 
tanking outfit for lard and tallow, a capacious smoke house, immense brine vats 
and numerous other necessities for the curing and packing of provisions. 

Outside the building are the elevated tanks supplied with water which is 
piped 2,000 feet from an artesian well about 20 feet deep, situated on the high ground 
on the other side of the county road. They are provided with valves and pipes 
connected with the sowers, which allows of a ten-inch column of water with a fall 
of thirty feet being forced through the various sewers. 

In addition to the main market the firm have several butcher shops in various 
parts of the city and county, all under the same general management, and which 
are supplied with meats by the central market. The Russ Market is especially 
connected by telephone with Russ, Earlj' & Williams of Ferndale, and the Mazeppa 
Ranch on Bear River ridge. 

HUMBOLDT NURSERIES 

Mr. Stewart is one of the most enterprising and progressive nurserymen in 
California. He also is one of the leading spirits in the advancement of the fruit- 
growing interests of Humboldt. Horticulture in its best state is one of the 
factors in the production of prosperity and purity in home, business and social 
life. When people begin to develop this feature under favorable conditions of soil 
and climate, it augurs well for that community. Apparently no one cares, except 
the individual concerned, whether or not there is money in horticulture, but all 
thoughtful persons should cultivate encouragement in fruit-growing, and herald to 
the people abroad these Italics of beauty and excellent horticultural 
enterprises, that lay hidden for so manj' years among our valleys and hills. In a 
little while hence the present eflForts in horticulture will be more highly 
appreciated. The full development of this industry in Humboldt will some day 
take the scepter of power forever from the redwoods and their lumber. Things are 
beautifully changing from those of twenty years ago. The tendency prevailed at 
that time to discourage the small farmer and fruit.grower. Capitalists conquered 
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and controlled the lard, but slowly the profits of the large rancher lessened, 
and to-daj^ the small farm, dairy and orchard in our midst is becoming the 
Humboldt ideal The county is thoroughly adapted for raising fruit, cereals, 
vegetables, flowers and nuts. In a few years more horticulture will outrank all 
other pursuits. 

In view of these mammoth facts Mr. Stewart established in 1886 the 
Humboldt Nurseries. He selected one of the most natural and favorable spots in 
the county, amidst picturesque scenery and running streams of pure and fresh water. 
Being a practical and scientific nurseyman, (educated to the business under his 
father's care, who was before him the most successful nurseryman in the country) 
Mr. Stewart at once divided his land, and on olie side of the main stream he 
cultivated what is known as the *'North Nursery," and on the other the "South 
Nursery," in the operation of his vast business, this will prove of great importance. 

The photographic sketch in this work brings to view the South 
Nursery, while the North Nursery lies beyond the line of trees 
skirting the edge of Strong's Creek, which divides the two, and 
more fully explains the harmonious positions these nurseries occupy. The 
situation, position and location of the '^Humboldt Nurseries" is grandly picturesque. 
It lies immediately adjacent to the famous Campton Park and pleasure resort, one- 
fourth of a mile from Rohnerville Station, on a line with the Eel River & Eureka 
Railroad, and 22 miles south of Eureka. A lovlier or more central point could not 
have been selected; experience and mature judgment served Mr. Stewart faithfully 
when he purchased this valuable property and established the Humboldt 
Nurseries. 

While irrigation is entirely unnecessary in this locality, or for that matter in 
the county. The nurseries are, however, largely supplied with running streams 
and brooklets. The most noticeable of these streams is Strong's Creek, whose 
head-waters are situated five miles above Newburg — a lumbering town. 

Some light boating and fishing are frequently engaged in on this creek at 
proper seasons. There are other streams — the Campton and Jameson creeks. 
These waters are all tributaries of the famous Eel river. These refreshing 
streams are beautifully lined with a flourishing growth of willow, alder and 
Cottonwood. The back-ground of the nurseries consists of artistic slopes, the 
higher elevations containing a natural and elegant growth of shrubbery, and in the 
far distance loom up magnificent mountain peaks, bringing to view a panoramic 
vision that the eye is seldom greeted with. The effect is enchanting and one 
reviews with wonderment the achievements of nature. It is unnecessary to 
remark that th^ Humboldt Nurseries are an established success The demand for 
leading species of fruit plants of every description is greater than Mr. Stewart is 
at times able to supply. One not in the business would hardly credit these facts. 
When casting his eye over acres of rows of young fruit plants and shoots of 
various sizes and descriptions, imagination would largely assist the eye and 
conceive the supply sufficient for a demand unlimited. 
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A noticeable feature in Mr. Stewart's care and management deserves special 
mention. He never grafts upon side roots or shoots. Mr. Stewart works every 
plant on whole or seedling stock. Only perfect, sound and vigorous plants are 
permitted to leave his nurseries. This established rule is never violated, since he 
superintends every departure of plants personally. Purchasers can unhesitatingly 
rely upon his judgment and integrity. He offers the largest and most complete 
assortment of fruit trees on the Pacific Coast. We would call especial attention to 
his extra fine stock of Apricots, French Prunes, Apples, Almond, Pear and Cherry 
trees, grown without irrigation. As a man of energy and enterprise Mr. Stewart 
gained the esteem of his fellow-men and merits success. 

THE JOHN VANCE ORCHARD 

A Pomological Society was founded fifty years ago, not only to unite the fruit- 
growers of the country socially, but to be of practical utility in collecting and 
classifying the knowledge of different fruits gained in the separate localities. In 
Southern Alabama the fig is grown to perfection and yields enormously. In 
Florida the cultivation of the citrus fruits is the absoibing industry. Every 
variety of orange is at home. But California with its diversified climate leads the 
van in horticulture. This is not merely a beautiful compliment to the Golden 
State, but practical results have fully demonstrated the fact presented. Humboldt 
county is swinging into line as one of the leading fruit-growing districts in 
California. Until about sixteen years ago the Hon. John Vance supposed that 
after the redwood timber had been removed from the land in Humboldt county it 
would be abandoned and return to its original wildness. Many others supposed 
the same thing. Exceptional parties are even now met with who boldly exclaim, 
" remove the redwood and the bottom will drop out of Humboldt." Happily a 
brighter and more promising future is dawning for this county. 

Fifteen years ago Mayor Vance planted about 100 acres in solid orchard with 
the choicest and most select fruit plants of various kinds. His experience has 
been vast and scientific. The orchard lies about ten miles inland from the coast 
shore on Mad river. The location is protected from the trade winds and yet the 
air is vigorous in sufficient quantity to grow the most delicious flavored and 
perfect apples, peaches, pears and silver prunes in the world. For grapes, oranges, 
figs and limes Mr. Vance says Southern Humboldt and the hills are better 
suited for their growth. 

Mr. Vance never expected any beneficial result from his investment, but the 
experiment has proven a practical success. He feels gratified in having the early 
impression of the county's unfruitfulness (excepting redwood) removed. The 
knowledge that Humboldt is favored with the prospect of a fruit-raising industry 
is to Mr. Vance a liberal recompense for his experimental indulgence. Mr. Orth, 
the Superintendent of Mr. Vance's orchard, a practical and educated horticulturist, 
claims a very promising fruit-growing future for Humboldt. It will be an industry 
that the man of small means can engage in, and by following in the line of early 
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experiments make specialties of such fruit as seems to thrive best in certain 
localities. Success must be the unquestionable result. Mr. Vance is of the 
opinion that about $100 per acre can be cleared on proper kinds of fruit, or $10,000 
on a one hundred-acre orchard. 

These facts as herein mentioned can be verified without any reasonable 
contradiction. The assertions that Humboldt county will prove one of the leading 
fruit districts is practicallj' demonstrated in the success Mr. Vance has achieved 
in the horticultural line. 



MOUNTAIN GLEN SPRINGS 

• 

These springs are situated near Rohnerville, five miles from that place in a 
northerly direction, and one-half mile from the dividing ridge between Salmon 
creek and Strong's creek, on the south side of the ridge, in a basin formed by a 
slide in the mountains. This basin is circular in form, and is about fifty rods in 
diameter, having an elevation of about 1,200 feet above the sea level. In this 
basin are two mineral springs, some fifty yards apart. The water rises 
perpendicularly. In spring No. i is a wooden pipe three feet in diameter at the 
bottom and twenty-two inches at the top. This pipe is sixteen feet long, with 
eight feet of iron pipe at the top, making its entire length twenty-four feet. In 
spring No. 2 the pipe is all wood, four feet in diameter at the bottom, three feet at 
the top, and eight feet long, making the water in No. i twenty-four feet deep, and 
in No. 2 eight feet. The waters in these springs, although in the same basin, 
prove, by analysis, to be very different. But one is as desirable as the other. 
The waters differ in color also. No. i having a clay, or milky color, while No. 2 is 
perfectly clear. The gas rises in each at intervals of three or four minutes. The 
waters of these springs are used for different diseases. The springs were 
discovered in 1874 by some men sent out for water by Dr. T. D. Felt, the owner of 
the property. They returned stating that the water was " bad tasting," which led 
to an investigation by Dr. Felt, who discovered the valuable medicinal qualities 
of the water. The water is pleasant to the taste and of a decidedly saline flavor, 
or to be more thoroughly understood, like soda. At intervals of a few minutes an 
effusion of gas takes place, which bubbles quite furiously and then gradually 
subsides, almost entirely ceasing. This gas -seems to be of a chloritic nature, 
having a faint, greenish-blue flame when ignited. It gives no soot or sediment 
and leaves no odor, and burns clearly and brighly. Dr. Felt used to place 
a burner over it and the gas would remain lighted the entire night. The place 
is under the management of Mr. T. D. Felt, Jr., son of Dr. Felt, The hotel and 
cottages at the springs provide accommodations for fifty or sixty guests. The 
former hotel which could accommodate over double that number was burned in 
1876. This is a most enjoyable place for those seeking quiet and rest. The air

HENRY ROHNER 

Henry Rohner, whose history we give in brief, was born in Switzertand, in 
the year 1829. He was raised on a farm, and at a suitable age learned the printer's 
trade, and in 1847, ^^ ^^^^ ^S^ ^^ eighteen, he emigrated to the United States, 
landing at New Orleans, where he followed his trade for two years. In 1849 ^^ 
went to Louisville, Ky., from whence he went to Sacramento, and in 1851 came to 
Humboldt oounty, where he has since resided, making for himself an honorable 
name and fortune, and rising from obscurity to a position of prominence and trust. 
At St. Joseph, Missouri, with four others, they purchased a yoke of oxen, wagon 
and outfit to journey overland, their route being across the plains, by Fort Hall 
and Truckee river to Sacramento, arriving on the i8th of September, 1849, just 
four months from time of starting. He walked the whole distance, except half a 
day when he was sick, traveling mostly from 2 A. m. until noon. Five men 
composed the party and owned jointly the team and outfit. At the end of the 
trip they had left of their store two pounds of bacon, five pounds of flour and a 
little coffee. Mr. Rohner mined on the Yuba, Feather and Trinity rivers with 
moderate success. In the fall of 1852 he located a place on Eel river, and operated

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in the Trinity-river mining region. He has resided in Humboldt county since, at 
or near Rohnerville, excepting a few months in Areata in 1854 and nine months in 
Eureka in 1855. He also resided at the latter place from October, 1865, to October, 
1867. In 1862 he commenced merchandising at Rohnerville, under the firm name 
of Rohner & Feigenbaum, continuing until 1865. Since then he has followed 
farming, and merchandising in Eureka, under the firm name of Rohner & EUery. 
Mr. Rohner owns about 350 acres of valuable land near Fortuna and in the vicinity 
of Rohnerville, a village which derives its name from him. He built the first house 
in Rohnerville used for merchandising; at that time he was Post-master. He 
married a Miss Bulkeley, an accomplished American girl, whose able council has 
proven a valuable factor in his success in life. Their union was blessed with four 
children, Annie, Hcnr}', Lizzie and Frank. Mr. Rohner has not lost an}' of his 
earlj spirit. His description of adventures in early days are very enjoyable, and 
his ready wit gives zest to pioneer life. He has retired from active commercial 
pursuits, giving his care entirel}- to his vast estate. His home and residence is in 
Fortuna, a charming village for old age to conclude life. 



MAJOR ELIAS H HOWARD 

Mnjor Howard was born near Pougiikcepsic, New York, and is now seventy- 
two years old. He graduated from the University of the Cit}- of New York, in the 
class of 1837. Mr. Howard commenced the study of law with S. S. Baxter, 
Attorney-General for the Commonwealth of Virginia. Shortl}' afterward he 
assumed the editorship of the Richmond Hcr.ild^ which w.i^ afterwards changed 
to the Richmond Lyceum JonrnaL In May, 1840, he was admitted to the bar of the 
Supreme Court. In the same year he married Miss E. A. Wilburn, daughter of 
Col. R. Wilburn, of Parisburg, Va.,and was elected District Attorney and member 
of the State Convention for Logan county in 1841. Mr. Howard moved West in 
1855, and settled in Wisconsin. President Polk commissioned him Post-master 
for Sheboyan, Wis., which office he held until 1849, ^^ which time he resigned. In 
company with Dr. J. M. Ball and Rev. Mr. Stephens, Mr. Howard started for 
California, via the Santa F'e and Gila route. On this trip a child was born to Mrs. 
Howard, the first white child born in Arizona. Arriving at San Diego Mr. 
Ho ward \s journey to San Francisco was delayed one month, owing to the Panama 
line only making monthly trips, and the last steamer had just left that port. On 
the following month (December) he arrived at San Francisco. Mr. Howard at 
once associated himself with Stephen J. Field, Esq., now Justice of the U. S. 
Supreme Court, and commenced the practice of law. In March, 1850, Mr. Howard 
and Mr. Ottinger undertook the coast expedition of the Laura Virginia association. 
It is due to this expedition that a re-discover> was made of what is now known as 
Humboldt Bay. For his valuable services on the L. V. A. expedition Major 
Howard was awarded the equivalent of $1500. At a meeting which was held soon 
after the successful entering of the bay, at which meeting Major Howard was the 
secretary, the name of Humboldt w^as given to this bay.
